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ANOTHER FOLLY IN THE HOUSE 
OF CONGRESS. 


It is reported that Representative Sauer- 
hering has introduced a bill in Congress, 
whereby the oleomargarine act shall be 
amended to such an extent that not alone 
must this article be colored a bright pink be- 
fore being sold, but according to his defini- 
tion, the term oleomargarine will hereafter 
include “all substances known as oleo, oleo- 
margarine oil, butterine, lardine, suine and 
neutral; all mixtures and compounds of oleo- 
margarine, oleo, oleomargarine oil, butterine, 
lardine, suine and neutral; all lard extracts, 
tallow extracts, all mixtures and compounds 
of tallow, beef fat, suet, lard, lard oil, veg- 
etable oil, annato and other coloring matter, 
intestinal fat and offal fat, made in imita- 
tion or substance of butter, or when so made, 
calculated or intended to be sold as butter.” 

No piece of folly has been brought before 
Congress for many years which equals this 
new attack on the meat and provision indus- 
tries of the country. While trying to benefit 
the farmer and making him believe that he 
does, this misguided representative hits the 
packing industry squarely between the eyes 
with a club, not knowing or thinking even, 
that the packers are the best customers which 
the farmer has for his goods, and that if the 
by-products of the animal cannot be made 
into a salable article, either the market value 
of the animal must be lowered to the farmer 
or the price of meat must be raised to the 
consumer. We can hardly believe that a ma- 
jority can be found in Congress which will 
support so ridiculous a measure, but the meat 
trade ought to flood Representatives in Con- 
gress and Senators, as well as the Speaker of 
the House, with telegrams and messages pro- 
testing against such unfair and unjust meas- 
ures.

UNFAIR COMPETITION. 


From the reports of our consuls in France 
and Germany, it will be noticed that these 
governments are again seeking to limit the 
importation of American products, but this 
time they are stooping to unfair means. We 
are very sorry this should be so, for the 
French and Germans have always been our 
good friends, and it is to their advantage to 
continue so. Officials of France and Germany 
are again trying to spread the report among 
the lower classes, especially that American 
pork contains deadly trichinae and that Amer- 
ican hog products are “far inferior” in qual- 
ity to domestic. Until this report was spread 
and the consequent embargo upon our prod- 
ucts, American exporters found no difficulty 
in placing their products upon the French and 
German markets, where the superior quality 
of our pork and beef not only found a ready 
sale, especially among the lower classes, but 
were preferred to even the domestic. When 
the officials realized this, they resorted to un- 
fair and dishonest warfare, making false re- 
ports, unfair comparisons and misrepresenta- 
tion for the furtherance of their object. It 
has been proven that so-called “diseased Am- 
erican meats” were not American, but Serv- 
ian or Hungarian, and branded American to 
deceive and prejudice the consumer. Lately 
they have discovered another bugaboo—crys- 
tals of borax in American hams! The Mayor 
of Cologne issued a pronunciamento that Am- 
erican hams are painted with boracic acid to 
preserve them, and “consequently the meat is 
strongly impregnated with boracic acid, and 
erystals of borax had formed on the bone.” 
The Mayor further assures the dear public 
that “boracic acid is a poison liable to injure 
the health of human beings.” Consequently 
American hams preserved with boracic acid 
must not be sold. One of our consuls informs 
the State Department that hams in Germany 





are cured with 30 per cent. boracic acid, 30 
per cent. nitrate of potash, and 30 per cent. 
common salt. It is plain that the German of- 
ficials regard the combination of boracic acid 
and German pigs as harmless, while in com- 
bination with American pigs it is very dele- 
terious. A sort of Dogberry reasoning. This 
is sorry logic on their parts—indeed, it’s “bit- 
ing off their nose to spite their face.” 





A SOFT SOAP SCHEME. 


The Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
of Chicago have a “wonderful” idea, They 
propose to sell 30 million bars of soap to raise 
the debt of $300,000 on their temple, and so 
have issued a fiat commanding that woman 
from Maine to California should use none but 
“temperance” soap. They have made a deal 
with a certain soap manufacturer, by which 
they are to get 1 cent for every wrapper re- 
turned to him. Now, looking at this in a sens- 
ible light, this temperance scheme looks very 
intemperate, for it virtually means a boycott 
against other soap manufacturers and dealers, 
in favor of this one particular brand made 
by this one manufacturer. We humbly beg 
to inform the W. C. T. U. that they are ex- 
hibiting a lamentable lack of common sense 
and Christian charity. They will find how 
impossible it is to make the women. of Ameri- 
ea continually use one brand of soap,. for 
“many women, many minds.” Besides, their 
husbands, who must occasionally be reckoned 
on, are generally business men, and as such, 
would never countenance such a flagrant stif- 
ling of competition. It’s a good thing for this 
clever soap manufacturer, but is it expected 
that the remaining soap manufacturers will 
rest on their oars in the meanwhile? We 
shall see!

MINING FOR ICE. 


Mining for ice may become an important 
industry near Bismark, N. D., in the near fu- 
ture. According to the statement of a West- 
ern paper, an immense bar in the Missouri 
River constitutes a natural storehouse which 
will take years to empty. During last spring’s 
break-up the ice gorged at this point,.and a 
subsequent rise in the river washed: away the 
eakes of ice at the top of the pile and cov- 
ered those at the bottom with a sandbar 
many feet in thickness. A short time ago one 
of the Government steamers while making a 
deep excavation for some scientific purposes, 
at a depth of 18 or 20 feet came upon an in- 
exhaustible supply of last year’s ice. The 
steamer when it returned was fully supplied 
with blocks three or four feet square and 
clear and blue as that produced by artificial 
means.

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OLEO AND NEUTRAL LARD. 
(MARGARINE.) 


During the week under review, oleo oil ad- 
vanced in the Rotterdam market to 37 florins, 
and the arrivals mostly sold. The spot busi- 
ness during the week in Rotterdam has been 
enormous, 2,000 tes. being sold yesterday and 
1,008 tes. to-day, with probably little oil left 
out there at the end of the week. The causes 
for this advance and strength are these facts: 
The engineers’ strike in England—which very 
much interfered with the consumption of but- 
terine—has been settled; the export of fresh 
butter from Australia is falling off on account 
of the great heat in that colony—they now 
have summer at the Antipodes—and further- 
more the strength in hog products is now mak- 
ing itself felt in the oleo oil trade. The Euro- 
pean butter markets adyaneed sharply yester- 
day, which leads to good inquiry for butterine 
and oleo oil. 

Neutral lard is up to 36@361,4 florins, a con- 
siderable advance on previous quotations. 

Packers in this country are very bullish on 
the outlook for oleo oil and not inclined to 
contract for oil ahead, except at advancing 
figures. ;

BULLISH, ACTIVE MARKETS—GOOD 
CASH DEMANDS DESPITE THE 
ADVANCE—MORE LIBERAL SPECU- 
LATION, 


There were lapses to weakness through the 
week, but om the whole the drift has been 
strongly upward, while a substantial advance 
has been made all around, and it is by no 
means clear that all there is to the spurty 
tendency has been as yet secured. Indeed, it 
looks as however satisfied the packers would 
be to sell freely at the current figures, that 
the situation is such that an easy soaring of 
the prices further upward is so apparent that 
there is the natural hesitancy to close out at 
present. Most of the packers have a good 
deal of long stuff, which would pay a consid- 
erable profit if selling was indulged in at 
once, but for the most part they are disposed 
to hold a little longer and to add to their ac- 
cumulations on the seemingly secure look of 
affairs. The short interest is very small, con- 
sidering the materially increased extent of 
the trading latterly, while the outsiders, as 
well as the packers, seemed to have got ar- 
ranged on the right side of the deals about 
at the same time. There has been a little 
attempt to unload on the part of one or two 
packers, but it is believed that the motive has 
been more as the hog supplies were upon any 
one day rather liberal, and in order to gather 
them in without stimulating their prices. It 
was expected at the close of the previous 
week that the receipts of hogs this week 
would be larger; that there were delayed sup- 
plies which would be forwarded with im- 
proved conditions of the roads and less cold 
weather, and especially as the prices of the 
swine had advanced a little and were upon a 
basis fairly satisfying to the shippers. Each 
day this week has shown fairly full hog sup- 
plies at the West, without there being a 
markedly excessive offering, with the prob- 
abilities that the supplies for the entire week 
will slightly exceed estimates. But the hog 
prices have further slightly hardened and 
there are expectations that the marketing of 
the swine will keep up very well, while there 
has been nothing shown this week that the 
supplies back are unduly large, or up to some 
of the outside estimates that had been made, 
and which latter were based chiefly upon the 
supposition that the hogs were back in the 
country more extensively than the receipts in- 
dicated, and by reason of the theory that the 
farmers would hold them for fattening on the 
cheap feeding. It would seem as though there 
was no general disposition to keep the hogs 
back, and that the only interference to their 
normal marketing would be through unfavor- 
able weather, and that the farmers were very 
well satisfied with the marketable values, and 
were getting rid of their holdings throughout 
as promptly as possible. There has hardly 
been a further loss of wéight in the hogs com- 
ing forward, yet the averages still stand out 
substantially less as compared with this time 
last year. The products ire not making, on 
their changes in prices, advances by leaps, but 


— 


rather in a moderate, conservative way, and 
to giving the impression that there is a good 
basis for the strengthening tendency, and that 
if there were fewer hogs coming in that there 
would be improvements of a marked char- 
acter. It would have been possible this week 
to have secured a more confident line of 
values on essentially the natural drift of the 
situation, in the increased speculation among 
the outsiders and supported as well by the 
larger movements in the cash products on the 
port account, had not the hog supplies been 
of their increased volume; while recognizing 
this the outsiders jump in on soft spots 
and quickly bring about a rally. While the 
firmer course of affairs is kept well in hand, 
it will probably be restricted or guarded until 
the larger rush of the hog receipts is over. 
There is no question but that there is a senti- 
ment to ascertain just how much of a rise 
the consumers and exporters are willing to 
stand to take up supplies as freely as neces- 
sary. There is no doubt but that the recent 
working upward of prices has quickened dis- 
tributions and that the exporters and home 
trade buyers are more willing to take hold, 
and if larger quantities, particularly of lard, 
than formerly; this may in part have come 
about from the making up by distributors of 
needed supplies from a little holding off only 
recently, while the assortments are necessary 
to them on the good distributions they are 
having with consumers; more largely, how- 
ever, it comes about from the desire to get in 
for accumulations before the full strength of 
the position is felt. All Continental points 
have been much more extensively taking lard 
and meats. The English markets have not 
stopped their material buying through the 
period when the Continent was doing less than 
at present; consequently this English demand 
is only of about the recent volume, while it 
has the disposition as well to buy ahead of 
actual wants, and has been most anxious over 
securing lard. Some portion of the specula- 
tion in provisions, and greater than in some 
time, has come about this week from the grain 
crowd, and it looks as though all around that 
the sentiment was that provisions were good 
property and that they had a substantial 
backing in the wants of Europe. At the same 
time reactions are among the probabilities,

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as outside of the temporary fluctuations, and 
by reason of the feeling that hogs may show 
in much larger numbers than at present, 
while with the consideration that the short 
interest is light, and that it may become nec- 
essary to shake out the gradually enlarging 
long side, and to take hold for a new grip for 
firmuess. Then besides packers and the large 
operators generally would be readier to work 
down the long interest to a narrower. way in 
view of the full profits they already have on 
most of their holdings, while it is quite cer- 
tain that if cash demands let up at all from 
their present vigorous temper that there will 
be a shaking out generally of the long inter- 
est to bringing about easier prices. But so far 
as concerns immediate indications the pros- 
pects are encouraging for firmness, and a 
good, healthy condition exists; although there 
is no question bet that the packers: feel like 
selling promptly at the current figures in or- 
der to gather in profits, and which are of a 
substantialkorder. One-or two of the pack- 
ers at the West, who have been impressed 
with the belief all along that provisions were 
good property, and who had nothing sold 
against their hogs, have expressed themselves 
recently as well satisfied with the prices and 
quite willing to make contracts for deliveries 
of their products at the figures. 

It seems singular that compound lard is 
not more freely taken at its comparatively 
low price; it is as low now as at any time in 
the season, despite, the sharp advance in the 
prices of pure lard, and it is clear that the 
value of the latter has not as yet reached a 
point when trading in it from consumers has 
fallen off to benefiting the compound. Sv 
long as cottonseed oil fails to advance ma- 
terially the compound lard can be sold at its 
current easy.figures, while it is not believed 
that pure lard can go up much further with- 
out helping trading in the compound. The 
New York trading this week has been good 
again in refined lard, and fair in natural lard, 
the latter taken chiefly in tanks from the 
West to fill orders for the former. The Eng- 
lish shippers haye bought a little through lard 
from the West to the other side at special 
favorable freight rates. The city cutters 
have had a good demand for bellies, which 
they have sold up close and at the advanced 
prices of the week before; they have also been 
more actively putting out shoulders and 
hams. The Havana.market has been taking 
a few bellies and backs as well as city lard 
at the stronger prices noted im the list of 
sales, while they are ima fortnight expected 
to show more anxiety over larger quantities 
as they will have made considerable reduc- 
tions. by that time im their holdings from the 
large buying which they engaged in upon this 
and Eastern markets two or three weeks 
since, 

The packing at Chicago for the winter up 
to the close of last week had shown an in- 
crease of 260,000 head; Kansas City had 
packed im January 362,000 head, which was 
showing a steady gain there. The average 
weight of the hogs last month was 218 Ih, 
against 224 ID last year, same month. 

Included in the shipments out of Chicago 
last week were 18,500 tes. lard and 10,500 tes. 
hams; 78,000 pieces sides went thence to the 
South, and other shipments were 91,000 pieces 
42,000 pieces shoulders and 203,000 
pieces hams. 

The Cincinnati Price Current makes the 
hog packing for the week as 455,000 head, 
against 375,000 head corresponding week last 
year. 

The exports from the Atlantic ports last 
week were 4,170 bbls. pork, 10,897,541 ID lard 
and 20,132,443 ID meats; corresponding week 
last year, 4,382 bbls. pork, 7,189,311 ID lard

In tierced beef there has been an advance 
of 25@50e, per tierce on city extra India, and 
$15.50 is now about the trading price on 
choice brands, although there are some lots 
that could not be had under $16. Higher 
prices for plates bring about the increased 
confidence. The English shippers are figur- 
ing over a few lots, but are not especially 
anxious. There have been 600 tes. taken 
this week at $15@$15.50, The barreled 
grades are taken up by short shipping points 
more freely, while they command good, 
steady prices, with 1,100 packages reported 
sold this week. The city extra India mess 
range from $15@$15.50; barreled beef quoted 
at $8@$8.50 for mess, $9@$10 for packet, and 
$10.50@$11.50 for family. For beef hams 
the smokers are steady buyers to a fair ex- 
tent, and the market has a firm tone; $23 
quoted for car lots. 

On the several days of the week the fea- 
tures were as follows: On Saturday (Feb. 5) 
the edge was off; the opening was lower but 
the local crowd turned bulls and easily ad- 
vanced the market. At the rise there was 
heavy selling by strong houses through brok- 
ers and the market eased off, including the 
Cudahy interest. The packers had the belief 
that the then coming week would show larg- 
er receipts of hogs, and some setback in 
prices. There appeared to be a sentiment all 
around to buy on soft spots and the future 
was regarded hopefully. It was expected that 
Chicago would have hog receipts on Monday 
of 36,000 head, and for the week of 175,000 
head. Receipts of hogs to-day 46,000 head, 
including 19,000 head at Chicago; correspond- 
ing day last year, 33,000 head and 13,800 
head respectively. 


On Monday at Chicago pork opened and 
closed at 10@12 advance, lard opened 2@5 
higher and closed with the rise 7@10 points, 
ribs opened at 2@5 points advance and closed 
at 5@7 points improvement over Saturday. 
Baldwin and the Chicago Packing Co. sold 
ribs freely. Lard seemed the best supported 
in the list on the more active wants of ex- 
porters, and looked like further advancing. 
The moderate receipts of hogs and their short 
weights brought about the strength, while the 
advance was met by the heavy selling re- 
ferred to of the two houses. Armour was a 
seller, and, it was believed, also Cudahy. The 
disposition to sell was more with a view of 
taking in profits, as they are now rather sub- 
stantial. Receipts of hogs 73,500 head, in- 
cluding 35,000 head at Chicago; eorrespond- 
ing day last year, 538,300 head and 29,000 
head respectively.

TALLOW AND STEARINE, 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 


All articles under this head are ey by the Ib. 
opoont animal oils, which are quoted by the gallon 
all in packages. 

TALLOW.—It is rarely at this time of year 
that conditions are carried along of their 
present unpromising order. The oldest trad- 
er in tallow has probably never befere found 
so much idle time on his hands, and yet it 
cannot be said that there are burdensome 
stocks made in the long period of want of vi- 
tality to trading. The production in the city 
is moderate; it is even now about 100 hhds. 
less than the limited output a couple of weeks 
since, and is hardly more than about 500 
hhds, this week. After this week the output 
will probably get back to about 600 hhds., 
but this is a quantity that could be easily ab- 
sorbed under half way conditions of demand. 
The collections of fat had fallen off for a 
few days by reason probably of the recent 
snow storms, when people did less shopping 
and the consumption of meat was naturally 
less. There has not, however, been for sev- 
eral weeks more than 400 hnds. city on sale 
here weekly, as outside of the 150 hhds, to 
200 hhds,. that go in weekly on contracts. Not 
all of the offerings had been sold, yet the 
supplies of fresh made goods that have been 
carried along have been essentially in one or 
two sources, and in strong hands to hold for 
developments. The exporters are as backward 
in figuring over supplies as at any time for 
three weeks or more. The London auction 
sale was reported on Wednesday as indicating 
no change in prices there, and that out of 
2,200 casks offered half of it had been sold. 
But the English shippers are not concerned 
over the prices here, and are practically out 
of the market. Private cables had been re- 
ceived that the open market there was indif- 
ferent, notwithstanding the belief held there 
that city, in hogsheads, could be obtained here 
at 3 9-16. On Wednesday a French shipper 
bid 35g for a special lot of 50 hhds. city here, 
and it was declined by the melter. Upon 
that day refusals were taken for the English 
market at 35g, and they were not accepted. 
One melter thought he could get then 3 9-16 
for 50 hhds, city fur England, but he was not 
willing to accept it. Most of the melters 
want 35; some of them would sell at 3 9-16, 
while the only certain price that the melters 
feel they can get, as outside of the special 
grades, and which would command 3 9-16@ 
3% is 3%. Yet we think that there is com- 
ing up a slightly changed tone, and that it 
would not require more than a small demand 
to put the situation on a firmer basis. There 
is no question but that the steadily hardening 
lard market is inviting a little more confi- 
dence among the melters over tallow, and 
that if there was any interest at all among the 
shippers for the beef. product that it would 
quickly find a healthier basis. But just the 
current display of uncertainty over prices 
should be expected with the slack demands. 
Usually there would be sufficient home trad- 
ing to impart firmness with the present firm 
appearance of hog fats, and the consideration 
of the moderate production of tallow, but this 
home demand is not picking up in the slight- 
est degree, and seems to be in abeyance whol- 
ly as forced there through the dull conditions 
of trading in soap. Then again the markets 
throughout the West are wearing around to 
more strength, under increasing demands, and 
where the improved conditions for other fats 
are exerting some influence and which bears 
out the feeling here that conditions would 
improve with any sort of interest among buy- 
ers. Cables early in the week said that Eng- 
land was in a position to hold off buying for 
a little while longer, at least, on account of 
some heavy arrivals there, and that there 





were then about 9,000 casks in the Thames. 
But the advices from Australia were of a 
strong situation, that prices there were high- 
er on a parity with Europe, and that the Aus- 
tralian shipments for January were small and 
only 1,900 tons. It seems as though an ex- 
port demand of some consequence could be 
counted upon in the future, but the length of 
its delay will have some weight, although it 
looks as though the prices of tallow are now 
essentially upon bottom, and that not an ac- 
tive trading would be needed to bring about 
reactions. On the whole, we think the situ- 
ation looks a little more cheerful this week, 
notwithstanding the dullness in trading. The 
country made tallow does not arrive in more 
than moderate quantities, yet these are suffi- 
cient for the current wants of the soap trade. 
The sales of countty for the week have been 
325,000 ID at 33%@3%, as to quality, packages 
free, but the 3% price made only for special 
packages to cover a limited export demand. 
The edible tallow has an irregular range of 
prices, Some out-of-town parcels have been 
taken at 4@4% for 200 tes., but there are 
city selections that could not be obtained un- 
der 44%. In Chicago after the closing out of 
the large lots that had been held for a bet- 
ter market, there was, as-has been noted, a 
steadier tone, and a 4c. price for the best 
packers’ grade; the soap trade there, while 
using much more extensively cotton oil, still 
seems to be about sufficient to use up offer- 
ings of tallow, or at least to prevent their ac- 
cumulating materially. There have been 
sales at the West within a week of 1,500 tes. 
packers’, at 4c. at Chicago, and to equal 4c. 
lard down there. On Thursday there was a 
rumor that the 50 hhds. city, special lot abové 
referred to, had been sold at 35, but a later 
report of Thursday’s market, together with 
the price at which the contract city tallow for 
the week will be taken on, in connection with 
the tone up to Friday night will be found on 
page 42 of this publication.

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OLEO STEARINBE.—tThe pressers are hay- 
ing better luck with their makes of the stear- 
ine than with tallow. The refiners are get- 
ting a better local trade in compound lard and 
are expecting that it will do better with ex- 
porters shortly, as it is believed that pure 
lard cannot go up much further in price with- 
out trading being diverted more to compound, 
since the compound hangs essentially to the 
old price and has not as yet felt the increased 
firmness in cotton oil. But with the oil at 
its current prices, and the stearine hanging 
at 4% the compound lard can be offered at 4 
@A% per Ib, while the more sharp difference 
in the price with the pure lard ought to bring 
about the larger trading in compound looked 
for. If the refiners can get more money for 
the compound which is among the probabili- 
ties when trading in it revives, they would be 
less cautious over a price on the stearine. As 
it is this week the pressers have not been able 
to do better than 4% for the stearine, while 
having made more of an accumulation than 
they desired, they let it go at that, while the 
refiners were ready to take all that was of- 
fered; thus there have been sales this week 
of fully 325,000 ID to the local refiners at 4%, 
and that is the price at the close, while when 
the pressers have made another material hold- 
ing they will find that the refiners have prac- 
tically used up their supplies and will be ready 
to buy. It is just an easy, comfortable order 
of business; when the pressers have the goods 
they are wanted to just about the’ offerings, 
ind the consumption keeping up to just about 
the ‘supply, while there is no urgency in the 
refiners’ wants to enable a little squeezing 
out of a better price. The Western markets 
are also just shady with an ordinary business 
going on there, and 4% quoted. 

LARD STEARINE.—tThere is little to say 
of lard stearine. The city pressers get rid 
of a somewhat larger make and at a better 
price, by reason of the improved trading in 
refined lard and the higher cost of lard. These 
people at the close would hardly sell under 
6%, while they have marketed for the week 
about 125,000 ID on private terms, as near as 
ean be learned. Outside of the wants of re- 
finers there is a little export demand. There 
is a scarcity of Western on offer here, as the 
consumption of it at its home points has en- 
larged under the increased expdrt demands 
for lard. It is doubtful if Western could be 
bought here under 54, and perhaps 5% should 
be the lowest quotation. 

GREASE STEARINE.—The situation looks 
a little healthier. There is just a sign of in- 
creasing wants, with a little export business 
this week. ‘There is the determination to 
hold firm prices, but for all grades the posi- 
tion is not as yet secure. Home wants are 
small. The supplies on offer are not large, 
yet there has been naturally some increase in 
them in the long period of dullness. Quo- 
tations are 343% for white and 3% for yel- 
low, while at Chicago 3%@3% quoted for 
white and 3% for yellow and tallow stearine 
at 4. 

LARD OLL.—There is more Western oil be- 
ing made than usual because the refiners are 
compelled to get more of the stearine to take 
eare of their refined lard orders, and it seems 
singular that there is not more of this West- 
ern oil crowding for sale here. It is clear 
that the consumers have taken up very well 
surplus offerings, and which carries out to the 
belief the thought that has been put out by 
many of the dealers that the mills are busy 
and that their consumption of the oil is much 
larger than usual. Just at present there are 
less general demands for the oil than several 
weeks since, but on the whole a very fair 
trading. ‘The mills for a long time have pur- 
sued the policy of buying about a month 
ahead, and will therefore be regular buyers. 
The dealers are taking up a few lots. The 
recent further advance for lard has hardly 


stiffened the price of the oil. Most of the 
sales are at 39@40 for Western, and 41@43 
for city, with, at the close, some lots reach- 
ing 44. 

GREASE.—There has been some improve- 
ment in the trading this week, almost entire- 
ly on home wants, and the tone of the market 
is a little steadier. The exporters are quiet. 
The supplies are not large, and the situation 
is beginning to offer some encouragement. 
There have been sales here of 450 tes. white 
at 34.@35, while Chicago had sold 400 tes. 
yellow at 2.65@2.70. Quotations in New 
York: A white at 344@3%, B white at 3K@ 
3%, yellow at 24%@3, bone at 34,@3\4, brown 
at 24@2%. At Chicago: A white quoted at 
34.43%, B white at 3, yellow at 24%02%, 
brown at 24@2%. 

CORN OIL.—The makers are a little less 
independent over prices. ‘They are finding 
competing fats for soap purposes cheaper, and 
more indifference shown by export markets 
over offerings. They have not however made 
large supplies, although they have more of 
the product to sell than a few days since; 
yet, still in a degree busy in delivering sup- 
plies on contracts. There would be prob- 
ably more buying if makers should come 
down a little in prices, since they have been 
claiming for some time stronger rates than 
the basis made for most of the business be- 
fore the close of the year. The quotations 
are nominally 3.05@3.25 for large and small 
lots.

CAPTLE.—Very few fancy well finished 
steers on the market at the earlier part of 
the week, and a bunch of well finished Colo- 
rados of 1,463-ID average took the top of the 
market, $4.85. On Tuesday there was a bet- 
ter supply, and some 1,641-ID average sold at 
$5; on Wednesday and Thursday several lots 
of about the same average brought the same 
price, and another bunch of well-finished 
Colorado steers of 1,427-ID average taken for 
export at $5. The export men did as large a 
business as possible, were anxious for more 
stock, and their dealings only curtailed by the 
supply. The whole market for the week was 
good on anything like a fancy animal. The 
cows and heifers, as is usual the case, were 
only in limited supply. Heavy weight cows 
suffered at the commencement of the week 
and were neglected, but before the end of the 
week came there was a good demand for 
them even at higher prices than the owner 
would have been willing to sell them for at 
the earlier part of the week. Some nicely fin- 
ished cows of 1,300-ID average went as high 





at $4. Heifers during the week were active 





and strong, a fancy bunch of 1,320-IbD aver- 
age going at $4.25, and quite a number of 
them went at the $4 mark. Bulls were in 
pretty fair demand, some lightish animals of 
900-ID average selling as high as $4.25 

others of 1,200-ID average selling at $4; some 
of 1,500-ID average at $3.75, down as low as 
$2.75. The supply of fed Texas for the week 
was rather limited; a bunch of 167 pretty fair 
finished animals of 1,200-ID average sold at 
$4.30. In the middle of the week a bunch of 
1,386-ID average went as high as $4.65. Texas 
in the quarantine division were also in small 
supply, and a notable lacking of cows. Some 
1,094-ID average steers went as high as $4.05: 
some went at $4, but quite a number of them 
went_at $3.80. Quarantine cows of 1,110-Tb 
average sold at $3.35. Bulls of 1,450-ID aver- 
age sold at $3.25. Some fairly finished West- 
ern steers of 1,259-ID average went as high 
as $4.50, and quite a number of them 
changed hands between that and a $4 valua 

tion. Some Western cows of 974-ID average 
went as high as $3.65; a bunch of 1,061-ID ay 

erage sold at $3.45. Some heifers of 975-Ib 
average sold at $3.80. Some Western bulls 
of 1,559-ID average sold at $3.40. A bunch of 
Colorado steers of 1,275-ID average sold at 
$4.60. Some New Mexican steers of 1,084-l 
average sold at $4.25, and a bunch of 305 
Old Mexico steers of 793-ID average sold at 
$3. Some Arizona steers of 950-ID average 
sold at $4.10. During the week the supply 
of stockers and feeders was not over large, 
but the demand from the country, except for 
fancy grades, was rather limited during the 
entire week. This gave the packer a chance 
of purchasing such, and the effect was very 
noticeable for the entire month of January, 
for, while the receipts of cattle for January 
of this year and January of 1897 are some 
what similar, it is very noticeable that in 
1897 Kansas City shipped about 56,000 stock- 
ers and feeders back to the country, while in 
January, 1898, we only shipped about 43,000. 
Omaha has about the same tale to tell, for 
while her January, 1897, shipment of feeders 
to the country went over 23,000, that of last 
month only approached the figure of 12,000, 
a shrinkage of nearly one-half for Omaha. It 
is noticeable, however, that the packers’ 
slaughter for the two Januarys shows a gain 
of nearly 13,000 cattle, which is about exact 

ly the shortage of the Kansas City January 
shipments of stockers and feeders. Omaha is 
forging ahead right rapidly in the way of 
slaughtering; her past month’s slaughter of 
sheep was 69,000, while Kansas City’s was 
only 66,000; but then there was a somewhat 
little difference in regard to the slaughter of 
cattle. For instance, Omaha slaughtered 27,- 
000, Kansas City slaughte red 83,000. And a 
slight difference in that of the slaughter of 
hogs (one of our packers slaughtered in the 
past month as much as the combined packers’ 
slaughter in Omaha), the total in Omaha be 
ing 144,000 hogs, while that of Kansas City 
362,000 hogs, so that Omaha has still a little 
way to go before she catches up with Kan- 
sas City as a market. The shipment of feed- 
ers for the past week 303 cars, against 321 


ears for previous week, against 328 cars for 


one year ago. Shipment of export cattle dur- 
ing the week 115 cars, against 137 cars for 
previous week, against 144 cars for same 
week one year ago. The outside purchasers 
of cattle as follows: Ackerman 549 head, Cud 
ahy 364, Hammond 368, Schwarzschild S898.

spending their money at Port Arthur, they 
had turned their attention to the short con- 
nection with New Orleans, which decidedly 
for the next fifty years will be the lucky com- 
petitor of Port Arthur. Top hogs went stead- 
ily higher as the week closed, and on Thurs- 
day they stood at the mark of $3.90; on Fri- 
day they reached the climax, $3.95, and on 
Saturday the packers fought the advance to 
a finish, and declared that the intrinsic value 
of the best hogs offered that day was only 
$3.90, at which figure the market closed.

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EXPORT TRADE OF NEW YORK. 


A comparison of the Treasury tables of ex- 
ports for 1890 and 1896 respectively, shows 
that the City of New York has almost, but 
not quite, held her share of the export trade. 

New York’s share of the total trade in beef, 
fresh, canned and salted or pickled, was 53 
per cent. in 1890, and 52.4 per cent. in 1896; 
Baltimore’s share shrunk from 15 per cent. to 
10.2 per cent., and Philadelphia’s from 6.3 to 
83 per cent. Boston’s share, on the contrary, 
rose from 25 to 30 per cent., a rise which was 
wholly due to a heavy increase of the export 
of fresh beef. In 1890 the exports of fresh 
beef from New York amounted in value to 
$8,604,000, and from Boston to $2,763,563. 
In 1896 the exports from Boston amounted to 
$7,852,405, while those from New York 
amounted to $10,019,662. New York’s share 
of the exports of bacon in 1890 amounted to 
52.6 per cent. of the total, and in 1896 to 43 
per cent., while Boston’s share increased from 
32 per cent. to 41 per cent. In 1890 New 
York’s share of the exports of hams amounted 
to 54.5 per cent. of the total; iff 1896 to only 
36.8 per cent.; while Boston’s share, which 
was 30.3 per cent. in 1890, amounted to 44.3 
per cent. in 1896; Philadelphia’s share shrunk 
from 8 to 6 per cent., while Detroit’s share 
rose from 1.2 per cent. to 5.7 per cent. of the 
total, and the share of Huron, Mich., rose 
from 2.6 per cent. to 3.5 per cent. of the total. 

In 1890 the exports of lard from New York 
amounted to more than 64 per cent. of the 
country’s total export of that commodity, and 
in 1896 they had shrunk to 48 per cent.; Bal- 
timore’s had increased from 13.8 per cent. to 
17.7 per cent.; Boston’s, from 16.8 to 18 per 
cent.; Philadelphia’s, from 1.5 to 2.9 per cent.; 
those from Newport News, from 1.3 to 3.8 
per cent., and those of Detroit, from less than 
one-tenth of 1 per cent. to 3 per cent. of the 
total.

ers’ Association of Great Britain has set 
apart a fund of $25,000 for the prosecution 
of storekeepers who have been selling 
American hams and bacon under English or 
Irish trade-marks. A case was brought 
against the army and navy stores last month 
by this association, and the offenders were 
fined $250 for the deceit. In this case a Ca- 
nadian ham worth 844d. per pound was sold 
as an Irish ham, which was worth 101d. per 
pound.

A BETTER UNDERTONE WITH LARD 
—HIGHER PRICES ASKED. 

Occasionally there will be a little spurt to 
demand, but on the whole it is a slow, rath- 
er hesitating condition of affairs on the part 
of both buyers and sellers, and which will re- 
quire steadier influences than coming out at 
present to straighten out, although the hold- 
ing is decidedly stronger. But just these 
rather slack movements in the oil could have 
been counted upon as a probability at about 
this time. It must be recollected that buy- 
ing for a long time had been stimulated by 
low prices and that consumption was antici- 
pated in Europe, and that essentially every 
source there has now supplies ahead of their 
actual wants and which they prefer to work 
down before negotiating for material addition- 
al quantities in this country, and particularly 
as the dealers and consumers abroad see no 
prospect of an immediate decided recovery in 
prices here. The French markets are offer- 
ing the oil again this week in the way of re- 
sales, according to cables thence, at prices by 
relation lower than those here, and said to 
equal about % under the asking rate here. 
There has been nothing further received from 
France to imply that a new duty impost is 
likely to be agitated there in the near future, 
and so far as concerns that feature the posi- 
tion is working independent of it. Italy has 
bought much more of the oil this year than 
in several seasons, and it is believed that that 
eountry will want additional ‘large.quantities, 
although just at the moment it is going sfow, 
since it got most of its yellow oil»here at 
21%, and would not pay the %@l1c. advance 
on that figure which is now asked unless it 
becomes clear that the market will perma- 
nently straighten out to the outside price. 
The Dutch markets are using more cotton oil 
than usual, and in fact as much as the but- 
terine will stand, and by reason of its low 
cost, and the fact that the butterine has to be 


kept down in price, while the Australian but- 
ter comes upon the English markets in its 
present volume.

KANSAS CITY HIDE REPORT. 
HIDES.—-The packers have the whip well 
in hand and there is no doubt but that they 
are using their advantage to perfection. The 
native stock being in such small supply, it 
would seem as if after every sale they pushed 
them up 4%@\e. per Ib, and the fun of the 
matter to them is, that actually they can 
find purchasers, so that the 1144c. mark has 
already been reached. To be sure, it is stated 
that these hides were of ‘an exceptional light 
average, but somehow when the 1144c. mark 
is reached, it is more than probable others 
will follow. To show the difference of the 
slaughter of natives, it is noticeable that one 
large export slaughterer here, in two bunches 
of cattle comprising over 800, was very dis- 
agreeably surprised to find that on the ex- 
amination of the hides of these animals only 
some 73 proved to be free of brands, the bal- 
ance of them butts and side-branded—in for- 
mer years such selection would have been 
fairly reversed, say 70 branded, and the bal- 
ance of them free of brands. Under such cir- 
cumstances as this it is no wonder native 
hides are held so firmly, and, in fact, to se- 
cure a car or two of them at the present time 
the tanner will have to anticipate the pack- 
er’s slaughter, and actually buy for his wants 
when very few of the hides are taken off the 
animal. Light native cows are about in the 
same position as heavy steers, and while the 
neavy native cows are a little more plentiful 
than the lighter weights, still very few in 
quantity. During the past week some very 
good sales of Texas were made, more es- 
pecially by one of the largest slaughterers, 
who sold some 6,000 Texas at 10c., with the 
lights at 9%c.; for heavy weight steers, such 
as this packer takes off, this is counted a re- 
‘markable good price in this market. The 
sales last week of Texas by this packer and 
others have again put the entire holdings of 
the Kansas City Texas steers in the hands 
of one packer, who is a constitutional bull, 
and declined to sell 10,000 Texas at 10c. and 
9%4c., holding the heavies at 104%c. Colorados 
also during the week received good attention, 
and some 4,500 changed hands at 9%c., a 
Boston firm alone taking some 10,000 hides 
last week out of Kansas City. The market, 
however, on butt brands and Colorados is not 
as stiff as on other grades; the holdings of 
butt brands are increasing, and any packer 
asking 10%4c. is not getting a chance to sell, 
while a packer who is willing to take 10c. has 
not much trouble of disposing of his holdings, 
and this decidedly is a pretty good price for 
the long-haired hides now taken off, for the 
delivery of the packer hides at this season of 
the year, more especially after the wet, 
sloppy weather that has continued for the 
last six weeks to reign over the Western 
country, has put the delivery in a very bad 
shape—hides not coming up satisfactory either 
as to looks nor condition; and if the packers 
had any milk of human kindness in them they 
must feel very good towards the tanners who 
are taking their present slaughter at the 
present prices, which are decidedly good. The 
matter of delivering hides, however, is not a 
matter of sentiment, and if the tanner had 
the upper hand, as they often have had in 
the past years, they would have little mercy 
on the packers, so it is “tit for tat, with the 
devil take the hindmost.” The outlook at 
present writing, considering the general pros- 
perity that is spreading so rapidly in the coun- 
try, is very good for present prices to be main- 
tained for some time, though any tanner that 
can keep out of the market for the next two 
months must be regarded as a very sensible 
person, indeed. 

SHEEPSKINS are pretty closely sold up. 
Some of the packers who are inclined to hold 
for stiff prices have perchance a little more 
stock than they care about, but then all they 
have to do is to shade their price of a few 
cents and there will be a general clearance 
in double-quick time.

To Amend Oleomargarine Act. 


Representative Sauerhering has introduced 
a bill in Congress amending the oleomargarine 
act defining oleomargarine and providing that 
it shall be colored a bright pink before being 
sold. According to his definition, the term 
oleomargarine will hereafter include all sub- 
stances known as oleo, oleomargarine oil, but- 
terine, lardine, suine and neutral; all mix- 
tures and compounds of oleomargarine, oleo- 
margarine oil, butterine, lardine, suine and 
neutral; all lard extracts and tallow extracts 
and all mixtures and compounds of tallow, 
beef fat, suet, lard, lard oil, vegetable oil. 
annato and other coloring matter, intestinal 
fat and offal fat, made in imitation or sub- 
stance of butter, or when so made, calculated 
or intended to be sold as butter.

of stuffers. Here we have it, and it will do the work as 
well as it can be done by hand and in very much less time, 
thereby ——- labor and time, as with this machine one 
man can stuff as many sheep or hog cntinas as three or 
four men can link, besides doing away with the most 
tiresome work there is in stuffing sausage. 

The machine takes practically no power to run, only a 
44-inch round belt, the same as a sewing machine, and uses 
no more power than a sewing machine. I1t does not need 
an extra operator, as the machine can be used by eithcr 
one or two men on steam, power or hand stuffers and is 
never in the way, because when the machine has put on 
a casing it immediately rises up by itself 8 inches and 
stays there until needed again. It will run on about 100 
feet of sheep or hog casings in about 7 seconds and will 
handle tender casings just as delicately as the hands of the 
workman. Two lined wheels go with each machine, but 
it is oniy necessary to have one of them on the machine, 
even when two men are working it; so there is always one 
wheel in reserve.

CONVERTED SALTPETER. 


The production of nitre is doubtless preced- 
ed by the formation of nitrate of calcium, and 
this, by double decomposition with potassium 
carbonate, yields nitre and calcium carbonate. 
India saltpeter was introdti¢ed into Europe 
by the Italians, and first employed for medici- 
nal and chemical purposes. When the de- 
mand for gunpowder became great, nitre be- 
gan to be manufactured in Europe. Agricola, 

“in his celebrated treatise. “De Re Metallica,” 
describes the process of refining saltpeterr es 
follows: “Saltpeter is obtained from a dry, 
somewhat fatty earth, which is boiled with 
quicklime and wood ashes. The mass is then 
lixivated and the solution evaporated.” 


This process is employed to the present day, 
and during the blockade of the French ports 
the artificial production of nitre was largely 
carried on in that country. In Sweden every 
landed proprietor is obliged to furnish the 
State with a certain quantity of nitre, and 
in Switzerland and other inland countries the 
manufacture of nitre is regularly carried on. 
For this purpose nitrogenous organic matter 
of animal or vegetable origin, after having 
been allowed to putrefy by exposure to air 
in a dark place, is mixed with substances such 
as lime, mortar or wood ashes, containing the 
carbonates of potash, magnesia or lime. The 
mixture is then heaped together in ridges 
(saltpetre walls) or in low heaps (saltpetre 
mounds). These heaps are then moistened 
from time to time by the drainage of dung- 
heaps, or by urine, and exposed to the air. 
After standing for from two to three years 
the outer surface or saltpetre earth is re- 
moved and exhausted with water. This yields 
the crude saltpetre-lye, which contains the ni- 
trates of calcium and magnesium, together 
with the chlorides of potassium and sodium. 
On boiling this*liquor with potashes the cal- 
cium and magnesium salts are decomposed, 
and the clear solution is then crystallized. 
Raw nitre is thus obtained, and this by re- 
peated solution and crystallization is convert- 
ed into purified nitre. The same process of 
purification is adopted in the case of the In- 
dia saltpetre. Even when thus recrystallized, 
the nitre is far from being chemically pure. 
In order still further to purify it, the salt is 
dissolved in boiling water, and the solution 
constantly agitated when cooling. The salt 
then separates out in small crystals termed 
saltpetre flour, which inclose much less of the 
mother liquor, and therefore much less im- 
purity than the large crystals, This finely di- 
vided salt may be still further purified by 
washing it with a saturated solution of pure

nitre, which dissolves out any foreign salts 
which may still be present, thus rendering the 
saltpetre free from chlorides and fit to be em- 
ployed in gunpowder-making. 

Having treated of the old process, or East 
India saltpeter, the subject would be incom- 
plete without touching the subject of con- 
verted granulated saltpeter. The modern 
process is the result of the efforts of science 
to remove the impurities from the cruder ar- 
ticle and give one which is convenient and 
chemically pure. Converted saltpeter is not, 
as even very good people suppose, a 
product resulting from the treatment of East 
India saltpeter, or a transforming of this 
eruder article into another product. Convert- 
ed saltpeter is manufactured from nitrate of 
soda, which is a product of Chili, and muriate 
of potash, which is a product of Germany. 
The nitrate of soda contains about 50 per 
cent. of nitric acid, and the muriate of potash 
containing about the same per cent. of potash. 
These articles are dissolved together in cop- 
per kettles. The nitric acid having a greater 
affinity for potash leaves the soda in nitrate 
of soda, and in the process of boiling com- 
bines with the potash in muriate of potash, 
producing a nitrate of potash. 

East India saltpeter should contain the 
same percentage of nitric acid, and potash, if 
pure, but being a cruder article which has not 
been refined to the extent of the granulated 
article, is_still impregnated with a per cent. 
of impurity. This is better shown by contrast- 
ing the two products by actual analysis. 

A sample of refined (converted) saltpeter, 
marked “Granulated Converted,” from 
Messrs. Battelle & Renwick, of 163 Front 
street, New York City, was submitted to the 
Ledoux Chemical Laboratory for analysis. 
The analysis shows:

The refraction of this lot at the time of 
shipment from Calcutta was 5.529 per cent. 
In both instances the samples were drawn 
direct from the bags and barrels, which made 
the tests fair, and showed the relative purity 
of each. The analyses of the above samples 
disclosed the fact that converted saltpeter of 
the grade manufactured by Battelle & Ren- 








wick, and such reliable concerns, contains the 
proper proportions of nitric acid and potash 
requisite for a chemically pure nitrate of 
potash. The firm abeve guarantee their 
granulated saltpeter to be over 99% per cent. 
pure nitrate of potash, 

Nitrate of potash is the chemical name for 
saltpeter. The converted article in granulated 


‘form looks like white granulated sugar, It con- 


tains practically no impurity, while the old 
process East India contains from 5 to 6 per 
cent. of impurities. These consist principally 
of salt and sulphates. There is also a consid- 
erable loss on East India in trade tare. 

In the United States the trade is about 
equally divided on the use of the two salt- 
peters. The general convenience, cleanliness 
and purity of the converted makes it prefer- 
able to the partially refined natural product, 
generally called East India, which is cheaper 
in bulk. 

Very little East India saltpeter is imported 
on the Continent of Europe. The converted 
article has usurped its place. About 40,000 
tons, or 80,000,000 Th, of the converted salt- 
peter are manufactured annually in Europe. 
This pure nitrate of potash has been gaining 
steadily in the market for the last twenty 
years. Noticing their drift now, it seems that 
these two products will eventually cut out 
their own spheres of peculiar usefulness. 
Crude saltpeter will always find a market in 
the field of explosives, fertilizers, etc., while 
the converted article will gradually ingratiate 
itself where a convenient, clean and chemical- 
ly pure article is required. Its advance in this 
direction is seen in the establishment and 
growth of large establishments in this coun- 
try, and similar coneerns abroad.

YELLOW SOAPS. 
B.A., 

The finest yellow soaps are made from the 
best tallow and rosin, which last is an essen- 
tial constituent of them; in some cases, lard, 
or lard stearine is used. Inferior qualities 
may be made from the “nigres” of better 
sorts, from bleached palm -oil, greases of all 
kinds, and, in fact, from any saponifiable 
solid fat; fluid oils must be used, if at all, in 
small quantities and with caution. The pro- 
portion of rosin may vary from one-sixth of 
the total fat, to an equal weight, or even 
more, according to the quality of soap re- 
quired. In the South and West of England 
the very best quality is known in the trade 
as “primrose,” and made from the finest 
(unbleached) tallow and “window-glass” rosin; 
the lowest grade of brown is made from the 
“nigres” of the grades above mixed with cur- 
riers’ grease, leather tallow (“‘sodoils”), and 
other dark and foul but hard fats, with black 
rosin. 


Although rosin insoluble in water, its 
compound with soda is soluble, the solution 
frothing strongly like that of the fatty soaps, 
which, in most respects, it closely resembles. 
The chief point of difference is the granular 
character of the solid compound, which pre- 
vents its being compacted into masses having 
the sectile consistency of the fatty soaps. But 
it is nevertheless capable of being incorpor- 
ated in considerable proportion with the fatty 
without 
tency of the product, although the color and 
smell of the latter are thereby modified: in 
fact, the characteristic color and odor of “yel- 
low soap” are due miainly to the rosin in it.*

It is scarcely necessary to point out that no 
question of adulteration can be raised in this 
connection. The acid salts are 
valuable detergents, whose application alone 
would limited, owing to their infer- 
iority, in certain points, to the soda fatty acid 
salts. But as this is duly recognized im the 
price of the soap, there can be no suggestion 
of fraud. 

The finishing operation for yellow soaps 
requires considerable judgment on the part of 
the operator. After being thoroughly well 
“made,” the copper stands at rest for at least 
12 hours; the half-spent lye is then pumped 
off, and the open steam is turned on. When 
the copper is again boiling, it should be con- 
tinued until its contents are perfectly 
homogeneous (the time depending much upon 
the size of the copper), and the soap should

| im proper condition, a thin layer should drop 
| off a hot trowel, held edgeways, in two or 
| three flakes, leaving the metallic surface quite 


clean; but if, as is more probable, the layer 
breaks up into several small flakes, and the 
soap is stiff, water should be cantiously added 
to reduce the sp. gr. of the still entangled lye. 
If, om the other hand, the film will not leave 
the trowel at all, a small quantity of strong 
lye, at say 23°—32%4° Tw. (15°—20° B.), or 
of brine, may be cautiously added, to cause it 
to do so. The finishing operation for yellow 
is termed “fitting” in England and 
“liquidation” in France. Im the first case 
just referred to, the “fit” is said to be “open” 
or “coarse; and in the second, to be “close” 
or “fine.” Here again, practice and observa- 
tion alone enable the operator to obtain “ 
good fit,” and when it is obtained, the steam 
turned off,-and the whole allowed to 
stand. The copper is then covered up with 
planks, or an iron cover, and kept as warm 
as possible; small coppers may stand a day 
or two, large ones as long as a week. Dur- 
ing this period the contents arrange them- 
selves in three layers, (1) a light crust full of 
air bubbles, technically called “fob;” (2) the 
finished or “neat” soap, forming about four- 
fifths of the whole; (3) the “nigre,” which is 
an impure solution of soap in lye, and con- 
tains all the impurities present in the copper. 
The amount of this last depends entirely upon 
the character of the “fit.”” A fine fit gives a 
very large nigre, containing much soap; while 
a coarse fit gives a small nigre, composed 
chiefly of impure lye.

According to Fardian, a good soap can be 
made from impure fat in the following man- 
ner: The fatty matter is boiled and agitated 
with double the quantity of water and 12 per 
cent. of slaked lime in a flat bottomed iron 
boiler, shaped like a truncated This 
gives a hard lime soap and a solution of glyc- 
erine, the latter being drawn off. The lime 
soap is lightly washed, and to it is added a 
solution of sodium carbonate in excess of the 
lime On mixing and boiling the lime 
soap is decomposed, lime carbonate falls to 
the bottom, and flakes of soda soap float, es- 
pecially if some sea salt has been added. 

Payn treats the fatty matter with lime and 
water under pressure in an autoclave; after 
decomposition, the aqueous solution of glyc- 
erine is drawn off, and the lime soap formed 
is decomposed by soda or potash hydrate, pre- 
cipitating the insoluble lime, and leaving a 
soda or potash soap, which may be finished 
im the soap copper as usual.

R., NEW YORK.—When you render your 
lard in the same room where you make your 
sausage, small wonder that your lard gets a 
queer taste. Fats are very susceptible to 
smells, and eagerly absorb even minute quan- 
tities of essential oils, which, however, are 
amply sufficient to spoil their flavor, as every 
housewife knows. Th fact, perfumes are 
made that way, that the very minute quantity 
of essential oil in the flowers is allowed to be 
absorbed by lard by simply leaving the cold 
lard in contact with the flowers. From this 
so-called pomade the perfumes are distilled. 
Just shut off the odor of the spicing and your 
lard will be all right. 

S. T. A., OREGON.—You must use your 
own judgment as to the quantity of water to 
be used in sausage. <A good sausage should 
really not contain any water at all added to 
it. Sausage should be manufactured from 
meat, and not from water and starch or flour. 
Some kinds of meat will easily admit of as 
much as 25 per cent. of water. The water 
should always be about 100° F. It should be 
added carefully, and the consistency of the 
mass tested. If the mass breaks when al- 
lowed to drop, too much water has been 
added. The mass when dropped should form 
a long, elastic band. The addition of potato 
flour will greatly help to incorporate the 
water. Meat previously pounded while yet 
warm will go a very long way without the 
addition of water, and a better filling sug- 
gests itself by using the soup obtained in 
cooking pigs’ feet, hocks or snouts on ac- 
count of their containing a large percentage 
of glue. 





* A shipment of Texas cattlk from Gal- 
veston to New York by one of the steamers 
of the Lone Star Line has lately been made 
as an experiment. There were 274 head in 
the lot, of which number two died in the pass- 
age because of hot weather. The remainder 
of the cattle regained on shipboard the flesh 
which they had lost as a consequence of rail 
shipment from the interior of Texas to Gal- 
veston. The cost of transportation is so much 
less by water than by rail that regular ship- 








ments may hereafter be made. There would 
seem to be no good reason, if vessels, be prop- 
erly fitted up for the traffic, why cattle should

THE COOKING OF VARIOUS CATTLE 
BONES FOR GLUE. 


In previous articles the manufacture of 
bone glue was explained. The present article 
is to give further details regarding the glues 
obtained in cooking the various cattle

liquors obtained by cooking the so- 
marrow bones, viz., round and flat 
thigh, buttock, blade and shoulder 
bones, are so dilute that they frequently do 
not pay for the necessary concentration by 
evaporation. The manner of cooking these 
bones has been described. The main object in 
cooking same is to obtain a first-class bone 
either for gelatine or for cutlery purposes. 

Cooking of the cattle bones furnishes two 
distinctly different grades of glue: 

(1) Foot glue, obtained from cattle feet. 

(2) Head glue, obtained from the rest of 
the bones. In some factories the glue liquor 
from the killing bones is kept separate and 
furnishes a third liquor for 

(3) Canning glue, which is, however, of one 
quality with the head glue. 

(1) FOOT GLUE.—The cattle feet are first 
subjected to a thorough washing process, 
which is to remove the bulk of the blood and 
the manure. Where the packer is not direct- 
ly interested in the glue factory, his washing 
process is frequently not as complete as it is 
desirable, though improvements are made rap- 
idly as the packers become interested in the 
glue business. The washed feet are stripped 


of their sinews and turned over to the sawyer, 


who makes two cuts on each foot, obtaining | 
the knuckles and the flat and round shins. 
The knuckles are thrown into boiling hot 
water, remain there ten minutes, which loos- 
ens the hoofs, so that the hoof can readily be 
knocked off or punched off. The knuckles are 
then washed again and furnish now the raw 
material for the foot glue. They are thrown 
into the cooker, covered with fresh and clean 
water. After two to four hours the water is 
saturated with blood, and allowed to run 
away. The knuckles are now covered with 
a solution of sulphurous acid in water of a 
density of 1° B., and are allowed to stand 
for ten or twelve hours. The knuckles swell 
up considerably and are partly bleached. This 
liquor, too, is run off, and fresh water run 
on; then steam is turned on. The cooking, 
usually in open wooden vats, must be done 
very carefully, very slowly. The temperature 
should not rise above 200 or 210° F. After 
six hours the steam is turned off. The liquor 
is allowed to settle. The oil (neatsfoot oil) 
forms a clear light yellow layer on top and 
is carefully skimmed off. The .glue liquor it- 
self, which has a density of 1% to 2° Baumé, 
and is of a light yellow color and very clear, 
is allowed to settle for one hour, and is then 
slowly drawn off. A solution of sulphurous 
acid of 44° Baumé is then put on the knuckles 
and steam turned on again for six hours. The 
neatsfoot oil collecting again on top is 
skimmed off; the glue liquor is allowed to 
settle, and drawn off. This second run com- 
bined with the first run furnishes a glue 
liquor requiring no further treatment, except 
evaporation in a vacuum pan, cooling, cut- 
ting and drying; occasionally it is colored with 
zine white. Cattle foot glue obtained in this 
manner is of a light yellow or light brown 
color, breaks like a hide glue, shows a good 
“body” in solution and gives strong jellies. 


(2) CATTLE HEAD GLUE.—Cattle 
heads, jaw bones, rump bones, shanks, 
knuckles and ribs give all a similar glue, and 
are therefore worked up together if these 
bones are to be converted into “bone meal,” 
glue, etc. If it is the intention to produce 
“raw bone” from some of these bones, the 





method is somewhat different. In the first 
ease the bones are crushed to the size of a 
fist, and are thoroughly washed to remove 
blood, etc. The wash waters are apt to carry 


| away a good deal of fat, and should therefore 


pass a clean catch basin, which will save the 
fat in a form which can be turned into some- 
thing better than tallow. The bones, of a nice 
white color, are taken to the cooker, covered 
with a 1 per cent. solution of sulphurous acid, 
and remain so for six hours. The first acid 
solution is then run off and replaced by fresh 
acid solution, which after six hours’ standing 
is replaced by clear fresh water. In this water 
the bones are slowly cooked for six hours at 
a low temperature (200° F.) A heavy layer 
of nice clear tallow collects on top of the 
liquor; this tallow is of a very good hardness 
and shows about % to 1 per cent. free fatty 
acids. The liquor is allowed to settle for one 
hour and is then slowly run off; it is water- 
white and clear. The bones in the cookers 
are covered a second time with water, mixed 
with 25 per cent. of a 1° acid solution, and 
cooked a second time for six hours. After this 
time the tallow is skimmed off, and the glue 
liquor allowed to run off. First and second 
runs combined give, evaporated, cut and 
dried, a glue either colorless or of a light yel- 
lowish color and of an excellent quality. The 
last runs of the crushed cattle bones give, 
with the last runs of the cattle feet, a nice 
bone glue. Very often they are clarified, and 
give a nice looking glue. Some glue factories, 
but very few nowadays, turn the cattle feet, 
heads and jaw bones into raw bone instead 
of bone meal. In this case only two boilings 
of the feet and one of the heads are to be 
made, and the ceoked material is to be sep- 
arated into knuckle bones, skull bones and 
tankage. This tankage, containing much glue 
and oil, is cooked again with sulphurous acid, 
and this cooking is repeated. Cattle feet 
treated in this manner yield per bullock about 

1 pound neatsfoot oil 

1% pounds of glue 

3 pounds of raw bone 

14 pound of tankage.

the yield per bullock is:

The neatsfoot oil made by the use of sul- 
phurous acid has 0.3 to 05 per cent. free 
fatty acid, is light in color and free of any 
specific smell. 

The cattle feet may be cooked without sul- 
phurous acid, but the glue obtained is then of 
dark color and generally poorer in quality, 
while the neatsfoot oil takes on a character- 
istic, at times objectionable smell, is darker 
in color and shows 0.2 to 0.3 per cent. free 
fatty acid. 

Jaw bones are principally cooked for hard 
giving excellent material for making 
(1) white raw bones with 5 to 5% per cent. 
ammonia, or (2) poultry bones, or (3) bicycle 
bones for steel hardening. 

Instead of using fresh water, as mentioned 
several times in this article, warm water from 
condensers, vacuum pans, etc., can be uscd to 
great advantage. 


PECULIAR PORK ROAST. 

The Manner in Which Cannibals Roast A Pig. 

The cannibals of, the South Sea Islands 
have a novel way of roasting a pig. The 
hogs there are mere bush runts and are wild. 
They are valuable and a luxury. The na- 
tives have a clay oven which is really a baked 
dise on the ground. A wood fire is built over 
this, and when it is burned out the coals are 
raked off. The pig—which has been previously 
killed and cleaned—is then stuffed with 
bananas. Sliced bananas are also laid about 
the outside skin. Then the whole carcass, 
thus stuffed and encased, is wrapped in palm 
leaves which are bound closely about the body 
with hempen cords. Thus dressed and em- 
balmed the pig is laid in the hot receptacle, 
and a cap much bigger than the oven placed 
over it. This cap is of baked clay or pottery. 
It looks like the upturned bottom of a big 
pot. This cover has a deeply serrated or 


notched edge for the escape of the steam as 
it rests upon the ground beyond the edge of 
the oven. When this cover is on the bright 
coals are heaped over the top of the curious 
dome, leaving flues at the side for escaping 
fumes. 

The chief cook then sits down and watches 
the process of the baking, prodding his “tast- 


bones, 





ing” stick into the crevices so as to scent the | 


odor of the viand within. The convex sur- 
face above and the concave surface beneath, 
acting for each other, retain all the savory 
sweetness of the pork which has thus become 
permeated with flavor of the banana.

Honduras Gives a New York Syndicate 
Control of its Live Stock Business. 


One of the largest concessions ever obtained 
by Americans from a foreign government has 
fallen into the hands of a syndicate of New 
York capitalists, who have completed the or- 
ganization of a company to control the ex- 
portation and importation of cattle and live 
stock of all descriptions from and to the Re- 
public of Honduras. ‘The concession is for 
twenty-five years, virtually making the Re- 
public a huge stock farm for the holders of 
the monopoly. 

This concession was granted in August, 
1895, by the government of Honduras to Mr. 
Otto Zurcher, a citizen of Switzerland, and 
since then he has been busy in Europe and 
America obtaining information regarding the 
handling of cattle and the making of canned 
meats, leather, lard and oleomargarine. His 
labors resulted in the formation of the Hon- 
duras-American Cattle, Agricultural and Col- 
onization Company. P. T. Batlow, of 63 
Wall street, is president of the company; José 
Antonio Lopez, of Guatemala, is vice-presi- 
dent; James Yalden, of 32 Nassau street, is 
secretary and treasurer, and the directors are 
P. T. Barlow, James Yalden, Geo. E. Conk- 
ling, J. J. Dimock, 8. M. Hitchcock, W. B. 
Templeton, George E. Holland, José Antonio 
Lopez and Carlos Zurcher. The company is 
capitalized at $5,000,000. Capt. J. P. Im- 
boden, who has spent many years in Central 
America, is to be the general manager of the 
company’s business. 

The concession grants an absolute monopoly 
for twenty-five years of all the import and 
export business in cattle and live stock, free 
of all duty, and there is already established 
an export trade of forty thousand head of 
cattle annually to Guatemala and San Sal- 
Vador, on which an export duty of $6 per 
head was charged. The natives have been in 
the habit of driving the cattle overland three 
hundred miles, and thus delivering them in 
very poor condition. The new company will 
ship them in steamers and deliver them ready 
for the slaughter. 

The exclusive right to establish and operate 
slaughter houses, refrigerators, canning fac- 
tories, packing houses and other establish- 
ments of like nature is also granted, as is 
exemption from all taxation on the com- 
pany’s business, property and products. The 
employés of the company are exempted from 
military duty and all its vessels from port 
charges of any nature, and colonists under 
the company’s protection are free from all 
taxation for ten years and may bring in what- 
ever they wish free of duty. 








About 300,000 acres of public land will be 
granted to the company on the fulfilment of 
certain conditions. These conditions are that 
the company suall improve the live stock 
of the country by introducing new blood, and 
in fulfilment of this part of the agreement 
the first shipment of 105 blooded boars was 
made last week, 150 more will be 
shipped next week and a little later several 
hundred bulls of superior stock will be sent. 
These will be distributed for breeding pur- 
and the stock thus raised must be 
sold to the company at a price fixed by the 
government of 2% cents a pound on the hoof. 
At present there are 6,000,000 cows in the 
country, with an output of 150,000 beeves an-

This is a copy of a deed which, it is al- 
leged, was given to sign, and, it is stated, 
was actually signed by a number of butchers 
that have joined the New York Butchers’ Fat 
Melting Association. It is hardly creditable 
that a man in full possession of his senses 
would sign such a document. No man who 
owns property, whether it be his shop or- real 
would sign a document which pledges 
him to pay for the mistakes of others and 
through which he may forfeit his house and 
home. Read it. 

In consideration of the sum of one dollar 
each to the other in hand paid, and in consid- 
eration of the mutual covenants, conditions 
and agreements herein contained, receipt 
whereof is hereby acknowledged, we, the un- 
dersigned, hereby covenant, condition and 
agree to enter into business of fat rendering 
on the following terms and conditions: 

First—We hereby agree that majority of 
the signers hereto shall conduct the business 
on such terms, rules and regulations as they 
may deem advisable for the interest of all. 

Second—We hereby agree to share all ex- 
péenses equally and that the profits be divided 
equally between the undersigners. All losses 
shall be borne in like proportion. 

Third—We hereby further condition, cove- 
nant and agree that we will deliver to said 
undersigned all the fat in our business of the 
kind that we have heretofore sold to fat ren- 
dering establishments and receive therefor a 
price to be fixed by the organization of the 
undersigned in a manner heretofore provided. 

Fourth—We hereby condition, covenant and 
agree that we will not sell or give away, eith- 
er directly or indirectly, any fat to any cor- 
poration or person in any place or part of the 
United States, except the State of Washing- 
ton, for a period of ten years, 

Fifth—In case of a violation of any of the 
conditions or provisions of this agreement the 
guilty party or failing party hereby cove- 
nants, conditions and agrees to pay to tle or- 
ganization the sum of two thousand ($2,000) 
dollars as fixed, settled and liquidated dam- 
ages for each and every breach of such condi- 
tion, covenant or agreement, and in addition 
thereto the said organization shall have the 
right to enforce this agreement by injunction 
in @ court of equity. 

Sixth—The organization here contemplated 
shall be completed and ready for business 
within six months from the date therein, 

In witness whereof the parties hereto have 
hereunto set their hands and affixed their 
seals this 31st day of March, 1897. 

If this is not a trust with a vengeance, we 
do not know what a trust is. Fortunately 
for the butchers who may have signed this 
death warrant (representations, it is claimed, 
were made to them at the time of signing that 
were subsequently not borne out by the facts) 
the local melters have offered to see any 
butcher through any legal difficulties which 
might arise from his leaving the Association 
and taking his fat elsewhere. 

The anti-trust law kills all such contracts.

TIPS ON THE CHICAGO 


Philip D. Armour says of the provision 
market: “Armour & Co. have been satisfied 
to pack hogs at a loss all this winter, confi- 
dent the market would pull them out. With 
money so easy and with business in the posi- 
tion it is, stocks twice as large as the present 
ones would not trouble the trade. Hogs are 
short abroad, about 20 per cent. short in re- 
ceipts each week. We are doing nothing in 
the market.” 

Paul Tietjens, who represents the great lard 
distributor of Hamburg, speaking of the sit- 
uation, says: Europe has not taken much lard 
of late, because the big speculators over there 
were very heavy buyers in December and ear- 
ly January, and in order to get their profit 
were willing to sell cheaper than we could 
offer from this side. That has been the case 
at Hamburg, where one very large operator 
has had a line of abont 35,000 tierces. It 
will be a month probably before stocks will 
be distributed over there, and then the for- 
eigners will be ready for large supplies again 
from this side.

HOGS.—The supply of hogs this week shows 
some increase at all Western markets com- 
pared with last week, and, while the quality 
continues fairly good, the average weight is 
still light for this season of the year, and 
especially light considering the large corn crop 
and comparatively low prices prevailing 
throughout the West. As suggested by us 
some weeks ago, the shipping demand shows 
considerable increase, and the packers do not 
have their own way quite as much as they did 
last month. The consumptive demand for 
provisions on both export and local account 
is large, notwithstanding the continuation of 
the advance in prices. The weather during 
the week has moderated considerably, until 
the temperature throughout the corn belt is 
rather springlike. Some of the so-called Eng- 
lish packers have evidently given up their at- 
tempt to break the market or to prevent it 
from advancing and have been liberal buyers, 
several of them paying the top of the market 
every day. Armour, Swift, Morris and Ham- 
mond continue to take their usual number reg- 
ularly, and, operating on what they believe to 
be the right side of the deal, have purchased 
and packed a larger number of hogs this win- 
ter than ever before. The provision market 
does not show many sighs of anything like a 
permanent reaction, although we think the 
trade would be more healthy if there was a 
fair reaction. Speculation, however, is not 
very large, and the market has been advanc- 
ing, principally on a supply-and-demand basis, 
The character of the receipts and the fact that 
the advance has not materially increased the 
receipts would indicate that matured hogs are 
comparatively scarce, while we believe the up- 
ward tendency has also caused a good many 





holders to keep their hogs on account of the | 


low price of their production. With present 


prices for all other live stock and nearly all | 


grains higher than current prices for hogs and 
provisions, we do not believe the situation 
warrants anyone taking the “bear” side for 
any length of time; and, as we have stated
